CHARLESTON, Mo., Sept. 27.— 
The largest oak tree in Missouri— 
6 feet 5 inches in diameter, and 
towering 128 feet 10 inches—will 
be cut down by a lumber company, 
unless a proposal to vuy the land 
on which it stands is carried out. 

The giant tree, a burr, or mossy- 
cup oak, is situated in Mississippi 


County in the Bird's Point-New 
Madrid floodway, 20 miles south of 
Charleston, on the only remaining 
large-sized tract of hardwood for- 
est in the State, where 125 men, 
employed at five lumber camps, 
are now cutting all marketable 
timber. 

Composing part of this forest of 
20,000 acres—31 square miles—are 
the largest stands of northern cy- 
press that remain, not only in Mis- 
souri, but of swamp areas that 
once extended west of the Missis- 
sippi River from Poplar Bluff to 
Little Rock, Ark. 

Measurements of the “Big Oak,” 
as it is known locally, were taken 
by August P. Beilmann, arboricul- 
turist at Shaw’s Garden, who ac- 


companied the Post-Dispatch re- 
porter to view the tree. 
47 Feet to First Limb. 

Measurement of the 6-foot 5-inch 
diameter was taken at 4% feet 
above the ground, where the cir- 
cumference was 21 feet 1 inch, and 
from which point the ponderous 
trunk extends up in almost uniform 
girth 47% feet to the first limb. At 
three feet above the ground the 
trunk circumference measured 23 
feet 5 inches, with a diameter of 
about 7 feet. At one foot above 
the ground, through the buttresses, 
the circumference was 30 feet 4 
inches, and the diametes about 10 
feet. 

Massive branches spread. the 
crown of the tree over an area of 
135 feet. Three main branches ex- 
tend generally to north, west and 


made the crown symmetrical, has 
broken off within the last two 
years. It lies at the bottom of 
the tree, and would make a good- 
sized tree in itself, having a diam- 
eter of 2 feet 10 inches at its base, 
where it had rotted. 

From tests made, Beilmann esti- 
mated the tree to be 380 years old, 
not a great span of time for a tree 
its size. But the tests showed that 
the tree had grown rapidly, and 
still was increasing the girth of its 
trunk at the rate of a fourth of an 
inch a year, apparently the result 


of rich soil and plenty of ground 
moisture. 

“It igs unquestionably the largest 
oak in Missouri,” Beilmann said, 
“and very likely the largest burr 
oak in this section of the country.” 
He based his observation on his 


vorable growing conditions, and the 

fact that most other hardwood 

tracts have been cut down years 

ago. 

and should be preserved.” he said. 
Tree in Good Health. 

The tree is in good health and 
well-foliaged. While the entire 
lower part of the trunk appears to 
be solid, the area where the limb 
broke off likely has a rot cavity 
that would require tree surgery to 
preserve it in good condition. 

At least a 10-acre tract of the 
forest around it would have to be 
left standing to preserve the tree 
from wind damage and to maintain 
present soil and moisture conditions 
as much as possible, Beilmann said. 

He believes the oak is not rooted 
much deeper than five feet, be- 
cause the soil in that area is sat- 
urated with moisture below a five- 
foot depth, preventing aeration and 
extensive root growth at lower lev- 
els. If left standing by itself, he said, 
the tree would be damaged by wind 
and probably blown down. 

“Even if left in a 10-acre tract, 
there is no positive assurance the 
tree “would last a long time,” the 
tree expert said. “It may have a 
deep cavity where the limb broke 
off, which can only be determined 
by further examination. It has 
reached maturity. The cutting of 
the forest is going to bring dryer 
soil conditions, permit the growth 
of brush, and increase danger from 
fire.” 

“Big Oak’s” Neighbors. 

The “Big Oak” stands among 
hickory, pecans, ash, hackberry, 
gum and oaks of other varieties, 
many of them two feet in diame- 
ter, forming pillars that support 
a thick canopy beginning 70 feet 
above ground. The “roof” of the 
forest here, as well as over most 
of the entire tract, is 110 feet 
above the ground. Underneath it is 
a perpetual shadow-land and no 
considerable amount of underbrush 
grows there, leaving the forest floor 
unobstructed, except for some low- 
growing plants and grasses. There 
are no tall weeds.

Harry Kitchner, proprietor of a 
grocery at 4364 Finney avenue, was 
shot and killed in his store at 6:30

Police announced at 1:30 o’cloek 
this afternoon that Earl James, a 
Negro taxicab driver, 23 years old,

fessed the killing after being ques- 
tioned at the Deer Street Police 
Station. 

While there were no witnesses to 
the shooting, several persons in the 
vicinity told police they heard a 
shot fired and saw a Negro run 
from the store, through a gangway 
across the street, and-leave in an 
automobile in the alley in back of 
4357 Finney. 

Fired “to Save My Own Life.” 

Lieut. Fred H. Grabbe, acting 
head of the Deer Street District, 
said James, after two hours of ques-

Kitchner, found on the floor back 
of the meat counter with a bullet 
wound below the left eye, was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at the hos- 
pital. The bullet had ranged upward 
into the brain. 

Police found Kitchner’s 38-caliber 
revolver on the cash register, 12 
feet from where he fell, The 
weapon had not been fired. 

Frank King, a bakery driver, of 
2832 Madison street, said he was 
about to enter the store to make 
a delivery when a voice from with- 
in whispered: “Keep still and stay 
out.” King said he could not make 
out through the screen door who 
addressed him. He drew back, and 
a moment later there was a shot 
and a Negro ran out and across 
the street, Kifig related. 

Held Up Once Before. 

Kitchner, 48 years old, resided 
with his wife at 4549A McMillan 
avenue, and had operated the store 
about five years.

LEAGUE REPORT — 
GUNDEMINS JAPAN 
rOR BOMBINGS 


Advisory Commmaities Assails 
Air Attacks on Chinese 
Towns—Assembly to Get 
Resolution Tomorrow. 


SPAIN ATTACKS 
GERMANY, ITALY 


Delegate Demands Bluff of 
“Two-Headed Monster 
Threatening All Europe’ 
Be Called. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Sept. 27.—The 23-na- 
tion League of Nations advisory 
committee on the Far East tonight 
adopted a resolution condemning 
the bombing of Chinese towns by 
Japanese airplanes. 

The resolution will be submitted 
to the League of Nations Assembly 
tomorrow. It was adopted after 
China’s spokesman, Dr. Wellington 
Koo, had urged the League to name 
Japan the “wrong doer to the 
world,” and after British, French, 
Swedish and Russian committee 
members orally condemned Japan 
for’ bombing Chinese noncombat- 
tants, 

The unanimity of the sentiment 
so impressed the committee presi- 
dent, Foreign Minister William 
Munters of Latvia, that he ordered 
a recess in orderthat a _ resolu- 
tion condemning Japan might be 
prepared immediately. 

Text of Resolution. 

The resolution follows: 

“The Advisory Committee, taking 
into urgent consideration the ques- 
tion of aerial bombardment by Jap- 
anese aircraft of open towns in 
China, expresses its profound dis- 
tress at the loss of life caused to 
innocent civilians, including great 
numbers of women and ehildren, as 
the result of such bombardment, 
and declares that no excuse can be 


aroused and indignation 


ly condemns them.” 


Viscount Cranborn of Britain led 
the move for immediate action; 
France’s Foreign Minister, Yvon 
Delbos, quickly seconded. 

“If we close our eyes, we would 
be guilty of failing in our duty,” 
Delbos said. 

The Swedish delegate warmly 
supported the views of Britain and 
France, while Foreign Minister 
Maxim Litvinov, Russian delegate, 
said the committee should condemn 
some other forms of attack from 
'which China now suffers as well as 
air bombardments. | 

“Although the Japanese are not 
represented on the committee, hav- 
ing refused to participate, a Jap- 
‘anese official is waiting in the cor- 
'ridor outside the committee room, 
eager to hear what action is being 
taken and preferring not to appear 
in public,” Litvinov commented. 


“Can Make Sentiments Clear.” 


Dr. Koo asked that the commit- 
tee at least name Japan the aggres- 
sor, if it cannot go further and 
“enforce international law and 

principles of the covenant.” 

“If the League cannot defend 
'right in the face of might, it can 
at least point out the wrongdoer 
to the world,” said Dr. Koo. “Tf 
\it cannot enforce international law 
‘and principles of the covenant, it 
can at ledst make it known that 
it hasn’® abandoned them. If it 
cannot prevent the ruthless slaugh- 
er of men, women and children 
and the wanton destruction of prop- 
erty by the illegal and inhuman 
methods of aerial bombardments, it 
can at-least make clear where its 
own sentiments are in order to 
reinforce the universal demand of 
a civilized world for the immedi- 
ate abandonment of such practices.” 

Dr. Koo spoke in English before 
a solemn audience which crowded 
the small committee room. Leland 
Harrison, United States Minister to 
Switzerland, sat near the speaker. 

Refers to Hull’s Protest. 

Committee President Munters of 
Latvia, explained at the opening 
of the meeting that it had been 
unanimously decided to hold the 
hearing of China’s complaint in 
public. 


The Chinese statesman called at- 
tention to the protest by Secretary 
of State Hull as an example of the 
world-wide reaction to the Japanese 
policy. 

The Chinese Government, Dr. Koo 
said, believes there are _ certain 
measures the League could recom- 
mend to the Governments of mem- 
ber states. 

“We particularly ask ,. . . that 
the utmost encouragement and as- 
sistance be extended to China, the 
victim of flagrant oppression,” pe- 
titioned Dr. Koo, 

The Chinese people, he said, pin 
their feith on the League to “res- 
cue them from slaughter.” He en- 
visioned a picture of destruction 
that later may come to other cities

Appointment by Gov. Stark of 
Frank B. Coleman, attorney and 
member of the St. Louis Police 
Board, as a Circuit Judge to suc-, 
ceed Judge J. Wesley McAfee, re- 
signed, was announced at Jeffer- 
son City this afternoon. 

At the same time it was an- 
nounced that the Governor would 
appoint Otto F. Harting, 3438 Rus- 
sell boulevard, to succeed Coleman 


on the Police Board. The an- 
nouncement was made by Wiliam 
M. Ledbetter, the Governor's press 
representative, just before he and 
the Governor departed by automo- 
bile to attend the St. Louis WNa- 
tional Horse Show tonight. 


Coleman, who is 58 years old and 
resides at’ 5042 Washington boule- 
vard, was an unsuccessful cand 
date for Democratic nomiftation for 
Circuit Judge in the 1936 primary 
election. Although he had the in- 
dorsement of the St. Louis Bar 
Association, he ran ninth in a field 
of 25 candidates for six nomina- 
tions. He was appointed to the 
Police Board by Gov. Stark last 
February. 

Harting’s Interest in Traffic. 


Harting, 59 years old, is a re- 
tired civil engineer. A graduate of 
Washington University and a native 
St. Louisan, Harting said he had 
had a keen interest in traffic law 
enforcement since his son, Richard 
Harting, was seriously injured, in 
February in an accident in Kirk- 
wood. The son underwent an op- 
eration at aMissouri Baptist Hospi- 
tal today to relieve a bone condi- 
tion resulting from the accident. 

Harting retired four years ago 
after 28 years as assistant chief 
engineer for the Terminal Railroad 
Association. Although a Democrat, 
he said he has never been active in 
party politics. After his graduation 
from the universaty in 1901, he 
served as civil engineer In grading 
the present site of Washington Uni- 
versity. 

Harting said he first met Gov. 
Stark last January, when he at- 
tended the presidential inaugura- 
tion in Washington, going there on 
the “Stark Special.” 

Unions’ Request to Stark. 

Before the Governor's recent ap- 
pointment of Thomas L. Farring- 
ton, an insurance agent, as a mem- 
ber of the Police Board, St, Louis 
labor unions requested that consid- 
eration be given them in the forth- 
coming appointment.

The Japanese planes flew over 
the United States river patrol boats 
Luzon and Guam to drop their 
bombs a half a mile away while Ad- 
miral Edward J. Marquart and his 
staff aboard the Luzon, viewed the 
attack. 

Chinese sources said that Japa- 
nese bombers had killed 50 civil- 
ians at Chuhsien, and 40 more when 
their bombardment destroyed a ho- 
tel at Kinghwa. Both are near 
Hangchow, 100 miles southwest of 
here. 

At Hankow and Wuchang, com- 
mercial cities of the middle Yangtze 
valley, 303 bodies of Chinese civil- 
iangs were recovered from debris 
after Saturday’s air raids. A total 
of 469 injured were reported\in the 
two cities. Three hundred Chinese 
dwelling houses were demolished 
and hundreds were partly de 
stroyed. 

Besides the $1,000,000 power plant, 
buildings damaged at Nanking in- 
cluded the headquarters of the 
French Havas News Agency and 
the German Transocean headquar- 
ters with its valuable radio equip- 
ment.

PEIPING, Sept. 27.—Japanese 
reported last night that their troops 
in West Hopeh Province had broken 
through the inner Great Wall in a 
drive toward a Chinese troop con- 
centration at Yenmen Pass, 
Shansi Province. 

The reports said 80,000 Chinese 
troops, “including many Commu- 
nists,” were massed to resist the 
Japanese drive. A major battle 
appeared imminent. 

On another northwestern front, 
Japanese were said to have fought 
their way through a rugged moun- 
tain pass in Northwest Shansi Prov- 
ince to capture Liangchang, only 
40 miles from Kweisui, capital of 
the Mongolian province of Suiyuan. 
. Chinese Retreat Westward. 

Japanese troops were pursuing 
Chinese westward along the Pei- 
ping-Suiyuan railway. The Chinese 
were retreating from captured 
'Pingtichuan, in Eastern Suiyuan, 
the eastern gateway to the buffer 
region between China proper and 
Soviet-protected Outer Mongolia. 
Japanese said they had captured 
and disarmed 500 Chinese troops 
and had taken several Chinese 
armored trains. 

Another column was driving 
across sandy wastes toward Taolin, 
northwest of the Suiyuan capital. 

Despite Japanese reports of com- 
‘plete conquest of the area about 
Peiping, artillery fire was reported

Chinese Forced to Celebrate. 

In Peiping, the capture of the 
Chinese stronghold at Paotingfu, 
south of here, and preparations for 
an extended advance southward to- 
ward the Yellow River, were cele- 
brated under orders. Thousands of 
Chinese were massed in front of 
the former imperial palace and told 
to applaud the announcement of the 
fall of Paotingfu. ; 

Unconfirmed reports said two 
Chinese commanders were executed 
on orders of their superior for al- 
lowing the Japanese to break 
through their lines before Paotingfu 
Was conquered.

PARIS, Sept. 27.—Naval experts 
of Great Britain, France and Italy 
worked today on a plan to give

The experts were summoned to a 
meeting at the French Ministry of 
Marine, officially to discuss purely 
technical aspects of the patrol set 
up by the nine Powers at Nyon and 
in which, so far, Italy has refused to 
participate. 

The delegates, under the ehair- 
manship of Cesar Campinchi, 
French Minister of Marine, were 
expected to delve immediately, how- 
ever, into the problem of satisfying 
Italy’s terms for. participation. 

Italy refused to lend its warships 
to the international fleet unless 
Great Britain and France would 
grant Italy parity, but agreed to at- 
tend the conference here after Lon- 
don and Paris issued a statement 
recognizing Italy as a “great Med- 
iterranean Power.” 

French Foreign Office officials 
indicated Italian warships would be 
permitted to patrol the area be- 
tween the Island of Sicily and the 
North African coast, the bottle-neck 
through which the main east-west 
Mediterranean shipping lane passes. 

French and British naval authori- 
ties ironed out the details last night 
in the hope of a speedy agreement.

Water and public light service, 
disrupted during the Saturday 
raid, were restored partly, but most 
private dwellings were lighted only 
by candles and feeble lamps. 

The Government issued an offi- 
cial statement accusing the Jap- 
anese air corps of “treacherously 
and unlawfully disguising their 
planes with Chinese insignia.”

With these planes, the Japanese 
said, Chinese aviators planned to 
attack the Soviet Embassy and so 
enrage the Russians against Japan 
that they would enter the war on 
the side of China.

Two more deaths from encephali- 
tis (sleeping sickness) were report-

AVERAGE ABOUT $22 


510 Fox Pelts Also Auctioned 
Here, Bringing Total to 
$440,339. 


Prices at the semi-annual auction 
of Government sealskins today 
were about 24 per cent lower than 
those at the last auction in April. 
The average bid for each of the 
20,000 skins was about $22, or $7 
below the price paid last spring. 

Philip B. Fouke, president of the 
Fouke Fur Co., who sold the seal 
skins and 510 fox pelts for $440,- 
339 for the Government’s account 
at an auction room at Fourth and 
Market streets, attributed the de- 
cline in price to the threat to interna- 
tional shipping resulting from wars 
in Spain and China. The drop in 
price, he said, also reflected the 
general apprehension in Europe, 
where the demand for sealskins is 
greatest.

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Police ap- 
parently were without a clew to- 
day to explain the abduction Sat- 
urday night of Charles Ross, 72- 
year-old retired manufacturer, as 
he was driving home from a dinner 
engagement with Miss Florence 
Freihage, his former secretary.

“Finally Mr. Ross remarked that 
the car behind him was shining its 
light onto his mirror. ‘I think 
I'll draw over to the side and let 
it by,’ he said. One man jumped 
out. He was young. He thrust 
a pistol at Mr. Ross and yelled that 
he’d shoot unless the door was 
opened. 

“Mr. Ross obeyed and at his com- 
mand got out of the car. I think 
there were two other men in the 
car. The one with the pistol said 
‘This is a snatch; my boss told me 
to bring you along.’ 

“He took Mr. Ross to the other 
car. Then he returned and took 
$85 out of my purse. He says 
‘You're his secretary; is he good 
for a half million or a quarter mil- 
lion?’ I assured him Mr. Ross had 
no such wealth. 

“The man paid no attention to 
that.

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Condemnation of 37-Block 
Jefferson Memorial Site 
Promises to Be Slow 
Process. 


Legal proceedings for condemna- 
tion of the riverfront Jefferson 
Memorial area will run well into 
1938, before the Federal Govern- 
ment will be able to take posses- 
sion of any part of the 37-block 
tract for the proposed $9,000,000 
start on a $30,000,000 national park. 
This was made known today by 
United States Attorney Harry C. 


Bianton, after his return from the 
American Legion convention in 
New York. 

Of the 22 block-groups of con- 
demnation suits which have been 
filed against the property owners, 
13 were set for a return Friday. In 
Blanton’s absence, the time for the 
returns was continued until Oct. 25. 

Blanton said that on Oct. 25, he 
would present in Federal Court a 
showing as to the number of the 
defendant property-owners on 
whom personal service has been 
obtained. Indications, he said, are 
that personal service will be ob- 
tained on not more than 75 per cent 
of the owners, leaving 25 per cent 
who must be served with notice by 
publication. 

The next thing to do, Blanton 
said, will be to ask the court for 
orders of publication, which pre- 
sumably will be granted, After pub- 
lication has been made, the prop- 
erty owners will have not less than 
30 days in which to make their 
returns. 


Blanton believes it will be im- 
possible to get these formalities out 
of the way before next January or 
February. After that, the next step 
will be the appointment of viewers, 
who will inspect and appraise the 
property to be condemned. The 
viewers’ work will take several 
weeks, if not several months. Aft- 
er they fix prices to be paid for 
property, either the property own- 
er or the Government has a right 
to protest, in any case where the 
price is too low to suit the own- 
ers, or higher than Government 
officials think it should be. 


In each case where the issue of 
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value cannot be settled out of 
court, a jury trial will be neces- 
sary. Besides issues of value, con- 
stitutional and other legal ques- 
tions, which have already been 
raised by several property owners, 
will have to be determined. 

As an indication of the time 
which condemnation proceedings 
may take in Federal Court, the 
Southeast Missouri floodway cases, 


which have been pending since 1929, 


are still being heard in Federal 
Court at Cape Girardeau. In the 
floodway matter, most of the suits 
were to acquire only flowage rights, 
not ownership of the property. Be- 
cause of the emergency, the flood- 
way was put into operation, and 
was used as an outlet for last win- 
ter’s Ohio-Lower Mississippi flood.

Judge Joynt, who was swept into 
office in the Democratic victory 
of November, 1934, has been re- 
versed before, both by himself and 
by an appellate court.

Frederick H. Stinchfield At- 
tributes This to Presi- 
dent’s Difficulty in Con- 
trolling Lawyers. 


CONVENTION OPENS 
AT KANSAS CITY 


J. A. Reed Asserts Death 
of Supreme Court Would 
Mean End of Constitu- 
tional Liberty.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 27. — 
The United States Supreme Court 
fight was the outstanding theme 
of the American Bar Association's 
convention today. 

James A. Reed, former United 
States Senator from Missouri, greet- 
ed the delegates at the opening ses- 
sion as “protagonists of the Consti- 
tution” and said destruction of the 
Court would mean “the death of 
constitutional liberty.” 

_ In a brief response, Frank L. 
Hogan of Washington, who repre- 
sented Edward L. Doheny in the 
Teapot Dome oil case and was 
counsel for Andrew W. Melon in 
tax litigation, said, “recently in 
high places lawyer-baiting has been 
given such currency that I believe 
we wil ldo well to pay attention 
to it.” f 

Frederick H. Stinchfield of Min- 
neapolis, Minn., president of the 
bar, said the Roosevelt administra- 
tion’s apparent determination was 
to “destroy” the Court as it is 
known today and that the people 
of the nation might have to choose 
between the President and _ the 
_ lawyers. 

“Hatred” of Profession. 

Stinchfield, who said in the an- 
mual President’s address he dis- 
agreed with President Roosevelt 
over the lawyer’s placg in the fram- 
ing of the Constitution, previously 
in a radio speech attributed to 
Roosevelt a “hatred” of the legal 
profession. 

He asserted an “unequal” strug- 
gle is impending “between the 
President and the lawyers of the 
United States,” and added, “we 
have no chance of survival in that 
struggle whatever, except one: it 
is that the people of the United 
States have faith in our claims of 
wishing the best for the country. 
You may have to choose between 
us.” . 

Any struggle which might arise 
between the President and the law 
profession would be unequal be- 
cause the President has “quite un- 
believable powers,” he said. 

“There is little he cannot do if 
he chooses to exercise all his pow- 
ers,” Stinchfield said. 

“One must believe that his hatred 
of the legal profession arises out of 
the fact that the lawyers are the 
ones in whom he finds his greatest 
difficulty in controlling, either by 
persuasian or orders, their thoughts 
and their actions.” 

More Legal Business. 

“If lawyers were seeking selfish 
ends, they could not but wish a 
continuance of the radical tenden- 
cies of the present administration 
in order that there might be a con- 
tinuance of this legislation which 
results in so much employment for 
lawyers.

“possessor of the Southern Pacific 
millions.” 

After the election, when it ap- 
peared Hughes was the winner, the 
tardy California vote, normally Re- 
publican, gave the State and a na- 
tional victory to Democratic Wood- 
row Wilson. 

Mr. Crocker was the _ son of 
Charles Crocker, one of the “big 
four” who built the Central Pacific 
Railroad, linking the Union Pacific

Hunters of the region say that a 
jquirrel in the tree's top is safe 
from the pellets of the shotgun cus- 
tomarily used for small game. 

An effort to save the entire tract 
of 31 square miles was made three 
years ago by a group of Mississippi 
County business men, who, with 
the aid of their Federal represen- 
tatives, petitioned the Federal Gov- 
ernment to purchase the land for a 
forest preserve. 

Harry Roberts, a merchant of 
East Prairie, said an unfavorable 
report was made on the proposal by 
a Federal representative sent to in- 
vestigate the site, and it never was 
approved. 

Offered $2,500,000 for Tract. 

Last December negotiations were 
begun to sell the tract, owned by 
the Three States Lumber Co., a 
corporation controlled by the W. A. 
Gilchrist and A. R. Owen families 
of Owen, Wis. Members of the Gil- 
christ family have held title to some 
sections of the tract since 1893. A 
few years ago, in the course of a 
law suit, Gilchrist, now dead, testi- 
fied he had been offered $2,500,000 
for the property. 

On hearing of the negotiations 4 


year ago, Roberts and E. C. Davis | 


of East Prairie, and other men in 
Charleston, asked Owen to save 
the big tree by setting aside a tract 
surrounding it. Their intention was 
Owen 
tentatively agreed, but before the 
matter was brought to a conclusion, 
a deal to sell most of the tract was 
completed. 

The present owner of the section 
on which the oak stands is the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Hardwood Co., Inc., 
of Memphis, which purchased it in 
conjunction with A. W. D. Weis 
of Quincy, Ill. Weis, through the 
Dillman Industries, Caruthersville, 
Mo., is cutting the softwood trees 
off the tract, and the Memphis com- 
pany is cutting the oaks and other 
hardwoods. 

Another Effort to Save Tree. 

After failing to save the tree by 
appeal to Owens, Roberts and oth- 
ers agreed to purchase 40 acres 
around the tree, and present it to 
the State for a park, if the cost 
were not too high. 

Last July 15, Davis, who was 
vice-chairman of a committee han- 
dling the matter, received a letter 
from K. L. Emmons, president of 
the Mississippi Valley Hardwood 
Co., which stated that, depending 
on Weis’ agreement, the company 
would sell at $100 an acre.

Roberts said, however, he - still 
was willing to contribute $100 to a 
fund for the purchase of a_ site 
large enough to save the tree, if 
the company still would sell. 
Noah Boyd, superintending’§ the 
timber-cutting for the Dillman firm, 
said to the reporter at one of the 
lumber camps that, while there 
was no immediate danger of the 
giant oak being cut down, since 
they me not working in that sec- 
tion, it ¢ventually would be cut un- 
less set out. He said there was 
about 180,000,000 board feet of lum- 
ber in the entire Three States 
tract, and that 200,000 board feet 
were being taken out daily. He ex- 
pects the timber removal to take 
more than a year. 

Other lumber companies’ which 
purchased large sections of the 
tract, shaped like a huge hook with 
a cross-bar handle at the end of its 
shaft, are the Shannon Bros. Lum- 
ber Co. of Memphis and the Mengel 
Co. of Louisville. 


Taxes Steadily Increasing. 


Taxes on the tract, 14 miles long 
and in area about a seventh of the 
entire floodway, have _ steadily 
mounted, and during the last 10 
years have averaged about $25,000 a 
year, the timber bé@ing assessed 
high. Levee district, drainage ditch 
and road taxes added to the annual 
burden, and a county drainage of- 
ficial estimated that the Gilchrist 
and Owens families had paid more 
than $500,000 in taxes since they ac- 
quired the land. 

Besides the oaks and other hard- 
wood trees, there are soft-wood va- 
rieties, huch as cottonwoods and 
willows. Boyd said one of the 
uniformly largest stands of cotton- 
woods he had ever seen, some larg- 
er than the big oak, stood in an 
80-acre section in the southern part 
of the tract. 

Two of the camps are cutting the 
valuable cypress, used for river pil- 
ings. The cuttings is not being done 
selectively in order to leave smaller 
growth, but all “sticks” of market- 
able value are being taken out. The 
cypress are sawed above their 
unique buttresses, leaving stumps 
five feet high. Tractors, teams and 
log wagons, rolling over the land, 
complete the forest’s destruction. 


Not Suitable or Farming. 


While not disputing the right of 
the owners to cut the timber, Beil- 
mann contends the tract is funda- 
mentally timber land. He said it is 
as much sub-marginal as ridge and 
plains land that the Government 
repeatedly has purchased for for- 
estation, because the flooding of the 
basin makes jit a hazardous place 
to live and of uncertain value for 
crop raising. 

During the Mississippi-Ohio River 
flood last January, when the “fuse 
plug” levee was dynamited, trees 
in the floodway stood in water 15 
feet deep. The high water mark is 
still visible on their trunks, There 
is no sign of any damage to them, 
and when the water receded, a 
rich deposit of alluvial soil was left 
behind. Crops were ruined and fam- 
ilies driven out. 

Beilmann predicted that within 
two years after the cutting is com- 
pleted, uncultivated areas would be 
heavily overgrown with weeds and 
brush. Tree seeds that have fallen 
will not have a chance to survive; 
there will be no mature trees to 
supply new seeds; sycamorés and 
soft maples will crowd in; and Mis- 
souri’s last hardwood forest will 
have gone, 

“The least we can do,” he said, 
“is to preserve an area around the 
‘big oak,’ the more the better, 
as an example of what the forest 
had been.”

The board revised its “regula- 
tion A” governing loans from the 
reserve system to member banks 
in accordance with the Banking 
Act of 1935, saying the broader 
lending powers conferred by that 
act soon would be needed in busi- 
ness. 

Not Result of Market Changes. 

Although characterizing the _ re- 
vised rule as an “appropriate se- 
quence” to the recent credit-easing 
reduction of discount rates, offi- 
cials said flatly the action had 
nothing to do with recent stock 
market disturbances. 


They explained the 1935 act 
opened up to all of the “good as- 
sets” of a bank the opportunity of 
being utilized as collateral for loans 
from the reserve system. Prior to 
when emergency exceptions 
were made, only the best commer- 
cial paper of not more than 90 days 
maturity and the best agricultural 
paper of not more than nine 
months was eligible for discount 
at reserve banks. 

The revised regulation and the 
1935 act do two things. They ex- 
pand the eligible list for discounts 
and create permanently a new 
type of reserve loan called “ad- 
vances.” The rate on advances is 
fixed by law at one-half of 1 per 
cent above the discount rate. 


Commission House Paper. 


The board added to the discount 
list large amounts of paper from 
commission houses and finance 
companies, including some paper 
drawn to finance commercial in- 
stallment sales. These and other 
eligible paper may be discounted 
by reserve banks at rates which 
they establish from time to time. 
Recently the New York district cut 
its discount rate to a world rec- 
ord low of 1 per cent. Most of the 
other 11 districts charge 1% per 
cent. 

Although

What Happened? 

ORE spending money in the 

public purse, protection of 
the bettors through new commis- 
sion regulations, confidence in 
the placing judges’ rulings, due 
to checking with the camera, and 
liberalization of the tax condi- 
tions have figured in the moder- 
ate success of the meeting so far. 

Final odds now approximate 
the payoff, due to the closing 
of the betting windows when the 
horses reach post and to the re- 
fusal to accept “comeback” money 
later than five minutes before 
post time have done wonders to 
restore confidence. 

“Don't get the idea that this 
meeting is a gold mine,” said one 
official at the track, “but we are 
showing a profit. If bad weather 
should occur during the remain- 
der of the meeting, this might be 
wiped out. 

“We obviously can’t be getting 
rich with an average daily mu- 
tuel handle of less than $90,000, 
even if we do take out 9 per cent 
and breakage.”

State Got $10,000 in Week. 


HE daily revenue of the track 

from the mutuel would figure 
from $9000 to $10,000, on the av- 
erage. To this would be added 
the rather meager income from 
the service charge on badges and 
a small paid admission sum. Of 
the 25-cent service charge on the 
free badges, 20 cents goes to the 
State and only 5 cents to the 
track. 

Other sources of income include 
the restaurant, bar and various 
concessions, a fee from the news 
service companies for the priv- 
ilege of sending out racing 
information, etc. 

* 

A net attendance of more than 
50,000 was recorded the first week. 
This is shown in the fact that the 
track turned over $10,000 to the 
State from the 20 cents per cap- 
ita tax. The following week its 
share was more than $6000. The 
State therefore lost nothing when 
it tempered taxation severity to 
the track’s finances by cutting 
the daily fee from $1000 to $500. 

The track, as pointed out offi- 
cially, is far frqgm entering the 
gold mine class in which we find 
such promotions as Santa Anita, 
Narragansett, Suffolk Downs, 
Rockingham, Hialeah and the 
Maryland courses, where the daily 
mutuel ranges from $300,000 to 
$450,000. 

But the meeting thus far has 
proved that racing is still pop- 
ular and will be patronized here 
when conducted in the interest of 
the public.

RUOSEVELT AND BORAR 
EXGHANGE BOUQUETS 


Senator on Platform at Boise; 
President ‘Not Thinking of 
-etty Quarrels.’

BOISE, Idaho, Sept. 27.—Speak- 
ing from the same platform with 
Senator Wiliam E. Borah, the Re- 
publican “lone wolf” who has vig- 
orously opposed many administra- 
tion policies, President Roosevelt 
today told a responsive crowd of 
10,000 persons massed before the 
Idaho State Capitol, that he was 
“not thinking of the petty. prob- 
lems of the day-—the quarrels and 
disputes of the moment.” 

He said he was trying to think of 
such things as the conservation of 
natural resources, including water 
power and timber; a better distrib- 
uted prospertiy for agriculture, a 
better co-ordination of industrial 
activity and a better control of that 
activity. 

However, it was not nearly so 
much what the President said that 
made his Boise appearance interest- 
ing, as the circumstances under 
which he said it. The particular cir- 
cumstance which interested every- 
one was the presence of Borah, and 
ithe exchange of compliments and 
felicitations between Borah and the 
President. It seemed to afford a 
perfect picture of two master poli- 
ticians, each willing to play the 
other’s game in return for the bene- 
fits he would get for himself. 

Borah Meets Train. 

Borah met the train when it ar- 
rived in Boise, his home town. He 
told this writer that he had not 
been back from Washington long 
enough to take any particular 
soundings of public sentiment on 
the President's threat to reopen his 
fight to pack the Supreme Court— 
the plan which Borah helped de- 
feat in the last session of Congress. 

He said a few persons had spok- 
en to him about the charge that 
Justice Hugo L. Black is or was a 
member of the Ku Klux Klan, and 
that some of them believed Black 


should explain or resign, and that 

others believed he should say noth- 

ing and stay on the Supreme Court. 
Talks With Roosevelt. 

However, Borah said: “There has 
been no public furore in Idaho 
about it, one way or another, so 
far as I can learn.” 

Immediately on his arrival, Bor- 
ah confered briefly with the Presi- 
dent in the latter’s private car, but 
declined afterward to reveal the 
subject of the conversation, al- 
though saying that he considered 
it important, He rode in the presi- 
dential parade, along with his Dem- 
ocratic colleague, Senator Pope.

At 2.88; to Earn 6 or 7 Per Cent 


Arkansas Light Co. Borrows $323,000 for 
Rural Electrification and Keeps Distri- 
bution in Its Own Hands.

title the company to earn a return 
of 6 or 7 per cent on the amount. 

But the interest which the com- 
pany pays for its Government loan 
is but 2.88 per cent. The gap be- 
tween the rate it has to pay for 
public funds and the rate it is 
permitted to earn from rates col- 
lected for its service to the public 
(6 or 7 per cent) represents the 
direct benefit derived by the com- 
pany through the largess of Uncle 
Sam, 

To the company the loan repre- 
sents “cheap money.” Normally, 
instead of paying 2.88 per cent in- 
terest, it would be compelled to 
pay 5 per cent gn bonds sold to the 
public. Many such bonds have been 
sold in the past. 

Security for the Federal loan, 
which is on a 20-year sinking fund 
basis, Was provided by a portion of 
a special bond issue of $982,000, 
authorized by directors of the com- 
pany last Sept. 14. These bonds 
are similiar to the 5 per cent 
bonds commonly offered the public 
except that they bear an interest 
rate of only 2.88 per cent. They 
were authorized in anticipation of 
additional Government loans. 

Loan Protective Barrier. 

Representatives of the company, 
while they may not’ be quoted, ex- 
pressed the view to the writer that 
the company benefits also from the 
loan because it enables it to keep 
its distribution system in its own 
hands instead of furnishing power

has obtained a loan of $323,000 
from the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration to construct 
electrification projects 
counties. 

The loan is the largest yet grant- 
ed a private company by the ad- 
ministration. The statute creating 
the rural electrification adminis- 
tration provides, in effect, that 
preference must be given. con- 
sumers’ associations or similiar co- 
operative organizations of a non- 
profit or limited profit character. 
About 95 per cent of the loans 
made thus far have been to co- 
operatives and five per cent to pri- 
vate companies. 

The present loan was obtained 
by Harvey C. Couch, president of 
the Arkansas Power & Light Co., 
through John M, Carmody, rural 
electrification administrator. The 
Federal agency declined to make 
allotments to several co-operative 
associations which proposed to bor- 
row Federal money and then pay 
the power company to build lines 
and operate them. It was explained 
officially that the proposed 19- 
county distribution system em- 
braced isolated areas too widely 
scattered to be unified in a public 
co-operative. 

Shrewd Stroke of Business. 

The $323,000 loan was a stroke

by the Government. The loan was 


of shrewd business on the power 
company’s part. When this sum is 


frankly regarded as a “feeler” and 
as a protective barrier against any 
tendency toward municipal or 
government ownership in the ter- 
ritory in which Arkansas Power & 
Light operates. 

During the past three years the 
company has established rural 
electrification systems in 55 of the 
75 counties of the State, spending 
about $300,000 a year. This business 
represents but 2 per cent of the 
power furnished by the company 
which has a present rate base of 
approximately $55,000,000. 

Plan Early Start of Work. 


As soon as formal approval of the 
loan and the issuance of a certifi- 
cate of convenience and “necessity 
is granted by the State Department 
of Public Utilities, the company 
plans to begin construction of the 
new projects. Officers of the com- 
pany told the writer work would 
begin within 60 days. 

The rural electrification projects 
embrace 503 miles of line to ac- 
commodate 1652 customers. They 
are divided into four units, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1—Conway, Yell, Scott, 
Van Buren and Pope counties, 117.7 
miles; to serve 366 customers. 

Section 2—Independence, Izard, 
White, Sharp, Jackson counties; 
116.5 miles, 396 customers. 

Section 3—Marion, Boone, New- 
ton, Searcy counties; 127 miles, 465 
customers. 

Section 4—Hot Springs, Grant, 
Garland, Clark, Saline counties; 142 
miles, 424 customers.

AS ‘WRECKERS’ OF 
SOVIET. FARMING 


Twelve Accused of Plotting 
Revolt at Two Tractor 
Stations in Caucasus Dis- 


trict.

MOSCOW, Sept. 27.—Soviet Rus- 


sia’s list of executions was swelled 
yesterday when 21 more men were 
shot as disloyal “wreckers” in the 
agricultural industry. 

Today, Zachariah Lordkipanidze, 
president of the  trans-Caucasian 
Republic of Adjaria, and ten others 


went on trial at the capital at Ba- 
tum, accused of plotting with an 
unnamed foreign power for armed 
aid in revolt against the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. 

Stepan Dybets, deposed head of 
the automobile industry appeared 
likely to face tria] here along with 
others blamed for the lag in motor 
car production. 

Pravda, official Communist publi- 
cation whose criticism previously 
has led to arrests, today de- 
nounced Dybets. 

“For what they have done in the 
automobile industry, Dybets and his 
assistants must be tried,” the news- 
paper said. 

Pravda also criticised Valery 
Mazhlauk, Commissar of Machine 
Building, for allowing leaders to 
corrupt the important branch of 
industry which was filed with “an- 
archists, mensheviks and pseudo- 
specialists.” 

Lordkipanidze, the Adjarian pres- 
ident, was said by the Tiflis news- 
paper Dawn of the Orient to be 
involved in a plot to separate his 
Republic from the Soviet Union 
and restore capitalism under the 
protectorate of a strong capitalist 
country through armed revolt. 

Twelve of those executed yester- 
day were accused of plotting rebel- 
lion at two tractor stations in the 
Caucasus. There previously had 
been numerous executions in this 
region for alleged plotting of a 
separatist revolt. 

Five men charged with responsi- 
bility for grain spoilage were given 
death in Moscow. 

Four officials, attached to a sugar 
factory at Kiev, were given the su- 
preme penalty on charges of treason 
and mismanagement of the plant. 
It was alleged they lost more than 
2,000,000 pounds of sugar in two 
years by using improper formulas. 

Meanwhile, indignation meetings 
were reported held in automobile 
plants and other factories in Mos- 
cow to protest against Japanese 
bombardment of Chinese cities and 
villages. Resolutions criticising 
these attacks by “Japanese im- 
perialists” were drawn up by work- 
ers. They were the first evidences 
of Chinese feeling over the Chinese- 
Japanese conflict, which so far has 
failed to produce the customary

FASCIST AND NAZI 
INSIGNIA DISPLAYED 


Premier and Fuehrer to 
Speak From Same Plat- 
form—They Visit Arms 
Plant, Watch Tactics.

BERLIN, Sept. 27.—Premier Mus- 
solini of Italy arrived in this city 
this afternoon, as the guest of 


Fuehrer Hitler. He already had 
seen Germany’s army in annual 
maneuvers and today he visited 
the factories at Essen, where 
German armaments are made. : 
His tour through the streets of 


Berlin led to the presidential pal- 
ace, reserved as his residence for 
the three days he will spend in 
Berlin. 

He was greeted at the station by 
a flag-waving, cheering multitude, 
The entire six-mile route from the 
station to Brandenburg gate was 
thronged with cheering men, wom- 
en and children behind lines of 
black-uniformed guards. 

Owners of boxes and stepladders 
did a brisk business renting them 
to spectators in back rows. The 
crowds were thickest along the Un- 
ter den Linden and the Wilhelm. 
strasse. 

Mussolini and Hitler arrived at 
the presidential palace at 6:20 


p. m. 

They had reached Berlin a few 

minutes apart on separate, special 

trains, and emerged together from 
the railway station.

They rode through the six-miles 
o fcheering crowds in an open aue 
tomobile, Hitler in his customary 
brown uniform and Mussolini in 
that of a militia leader. 

The crowd was estimated at near 
ly 800,000 and the streets were dec- 
orated with Fascist insignia and 
Nazi swastikas. Uunter Den Lin- 
den was lighted brilliantly. 

Both looked grim as they left 
the small, newly painted Heer street 
railway station under heavy pro- 
tection and walked along the sta- 
tion front before Hitler’s black 
bodyguards, 

An estimated 20,000 of these 
guards lined the parade route, with 
every third man facing the crowd, 
Regular police were reinforced by 
detachments from all parts of Ger- 
many, and citizens living along the 
route had been forbidden for ~@ 
week to admit any strangers to 
their homes. 


Mussolini and Hitler Go Through 
Krupp Works at Essen. 
By the Associated Press. 

ESSEN, Germany, Sept. 27.—Pree 
mier Mussolini of Italy and Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler visited the Krupp 
cannon factory today. 

Most of the vast factory—which 
covers about as much area as the 
rest of Essen—was kept running 
so the two leaders could see Ger~ 
many’s greatest arms center in full 
swing. 

Der Fuehrer and the Premier 
saw giant cranes swing 16-inch 
guns from forge to forge, raw steel 
transformed into the armored 
plates and turrets of battleships, 
new and powerful land and sea 
guns take shape. 

Workmen cheered as the heads of 
state passed from plant to plant, 
inspecting everything, including the 
locomotive works. Where they 
could, mechanics left their benches 
to rush forward, right arms raised 
in the Fascist salute. 

Their guide was Dr. Gustav 
Krupp von Bohlen and Halbach 
head of the Krupp works. 

Hitler and Mussolini left shortly 
before noon for Berlin, the final leg 
of their swift journey across the 
Reich. 


On Separate Trains. 

Special trains jammed with 
Rhinelanders poured into Essen 
before the arrival of Hitler and his 
guest, cautiously traveling sepa- 
rately on two private trains. 

A six-mile ride with Hitler from 
the west end of the capital to the 
presidential palace in the Wilhelm- 
strasse gave millions of Germans 
their only opportunity to see the 
Fascist leaders together. 

Today the two will speak from 
the same platform, The great mass 
meeting has been billed on posters 
all over Berlin as an “historic” ap- 
pearance of two “great national or- 
ators.” 

Half Holidays With Pay. 

Most factories in Essen and the 
surrounding country were closed 
after officials broadcast the news 
yesterday that Hitler and Musso- 
lini would make the extra stop, 
But, in keeping with the Fuehrer’s 
insistence that the celebrations be 
no hardship for the workers, the 
half-holidays were with pay.

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THE DECLINE OF KLUXISM. 

The Black affair has at least had the gratifying 
effect of demonstrating that the Ku Klux Klan, if 
not dead, will have a hard time to get going again 
as a social or political influence. Voices have been 
raised in defense of Senator Black, but the palliation 
of his conduct has stopped with the assertion that 
his connection with the Klan was dictated by politi- 
cal expediency. None of his public defenders—at 
least none to whom any considerable part of the 
public pays any attention—has arisen to defend 
the Klan itself. To the contrary, it has been the 
practice of the defense to disavow sympathy with 
the racial and religious intolerance of the hooded 
order and to say that Mr. Black by his words and 
deeds in the Senate has proved his lack of bigotry.

Lawyers and Claim Adjusters.

O N YOUR editorial page of Sept. 23 
. appeared a letter from Joseph Red- 
mond, in which he states that the law- 
yers are considering ways and means of 
appropriating to themselves the work 
which has always been the province of 
lay claim adjusters. 

It is not appropriation to insist upon a 
right to which one is entitled. Too long 
have lawyers allowed laymen to handle 
matters which rightfully are in the pro- 
vince of those ordained as officers of the 
court. An extensive legal education is 
necessary to prepare one to handle mat- 
ters resulting in litigation. The work 
done by a lay claim adjuster will usually 
end in a court trial or a settlement to 
avoid a court trial. It is not only the 
right but the duty of a lawyer, as an 
officer of the court, to insist that any 
investigation which may ultimately lead 
to litigation be handled only by qualified 
lawyers. 

If a layman gives medical attention 
without having first obtained a license 
to practice medicine, he is guilty of an 
offense against the state and is subject 
to arrest. But if a lawyer attempts to 
stop a layman from the unauthorized 
practice of the law, he ‘is looked upon 
as a vulture pouncing upon the liveli- 
hood of another.

A most interesting concern for the welfare of | 
women workers has been evidenced by Thomas 
Brady, State Labor Bureau Inspector, who has| 
caused a warrant to be issued against Miss Juanita | 
Kirkham, director of the Missouri Old Age Assistance | 
Bureau. It is charged that Miss Kirkham required | 
four employes in her office to work 11 hours and 
15 minutes last Tuesday, in violation of the State 
law providing a maximum work day for women of 
nine hours. 

Miss Kirkham says her staff worked overtime to 
dispose of some accumulated business of the office, 
and to facilitate the payment of past-due checks to 
aged persons. The staff, she claims, consented to 
Further, 
Miss Kirkham, while aware that the work week for 
women was limited to 54 hours, did not know that 
the work day was limited to nine. Nevertheless, 
she is now to appear in court to defend herself 
against a misdemeanor charge, punishable by a fine 
as high as $100. 

It happens that the St. Louis Old Age Assistance 
Bureau has aroused the keen displeasure of local 
politicians. Under the direction of Dr. R. Emmet 
Kane and Charles Hertenstein, the bureau has re- 
peatedly resisted attempted raids upon it for politi- 
cal purposes. Early in the game, Dr. Kane and Mr.

It might be the best thing that could happen if 
producers of all other commodities set their Sena- 
toys and Representatives to work for the same pro- 
portional bounties as the silver-bloc Senators have 
wangled for producers of the white metal. The 
Treasury couldn’t stand the strain, but neither could 
the administration continue openly to play favorites. 

The upshot would be that the silver bounty would 
be abandoned or drastically reduced—which is exactly 
what should happen. 
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AS THE GODS LAUGH.

He has 
wrecked the universities, cradles of learning for 
centuries, and sent their greateat men into pitiful 
exile.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


OROTHY THOMPSON protests against 
[) v- cotton crop-control policy of the 

Federal Government on the ground that 
it is economically unsound to impose higher 
prices on the consumer by reducing the 
production or otherwise limiting the supply 
of any good thing. As theory we have no 
quarrel with this view. 

Unfortunately for the cotton growers and 
for other farmers, they are confronted with 
some immediately pressing realities that 
will not wait upon academic theory or upon 
revolutionary change in all our present ways 
of doing business. 

Miss Thompson's arguments against crop 
contro] all rest on the assumption that free 
competition and unlimited production have 
actually been the general rule in the United 
States until the AAA came along and tam- 
pered with farm production in order to 
raise the price of farm products. 

In spite of what she says at the beginning 
of her article, logic compels her to assume 
that all the things the farmer has to buy in 
exchange for what he produces are also 
produced under the same kind of competi- 
tion he faces, and sold as his products are 
sold for what they will bring in a market 
where supply and demand govern prices. 
This theory, of course, simply does not cor- 
respond to the real facts in the case. 

Let us take a simple example. In 1918, 
when the farmers first began to buy auto- 
mobiles in great numbers, a Ford car cost 
about $600 and a bushel of wheat sold for 
$3. In other words, a Ford car could be 
exchanged for 200 bushels of wheat. In 
1932 a bushel of wheat brought 30 cents. 

Had the rugged individualist’s theory of 
supply and demand been permitted to op- 
erate on Ford cars as it did on wheat, Ford 
cars should then have sold for $60. 

While the farmer continued to produce all 
the grain he could, and the law of supply 
and demand was driving the price of a 
bushel of his wheat from $3 to 30 cents, 
it was not permitted to operate on auto- 
mobiles at all. The automobile industry, sit- 
ting safe from foreign competition behind 
a high tariff wall, and highly centralized 
at home, had long before worked out its 
own methods of curtailing the crop of auto- 
mobiles. 

. * * 


The columnists who weep periodically over 
the mythical little drowned pigs seldom 
worry about the idle factory workers and 
never at all about the unproduced automo- 
biles. 

What has been said about automobiles is 
also true about farm implements, insecti- 
cides, fertilizers, insurance, household equip- 
ment and even of many kinds of labor and 
most professional and other personal serv- 
ices. Production of all these was curtailed 
so that price could be maintained. 

Most devastating of all to the farmer, the 
boom price levels were also maintained on 
debts and interest. A thousand dollars bor- 
rowed in 1920 represented 350 bushels of 
wheat, and required 21 or 22 bushels for a 
year’s interest. In 1932 the same debt rep- 
resented 3000 bushels of wheat and called 
for the value of 180 or 200 bushels for 
interest. 

The result of these economic developments 
has been the gradual impoverishment of the 
small towns and rural areas, until today in 
all the great farming regions, there is less 


and less real wealth each year instead of 
more and more as there should be. 

It is conceivable that in some ideal future 
state a completely unregulated economic 
order might work. That this could possibly 
be brought about in the present generation 
without violent revolution is a notion too 
naive to be considered. It would require 
a reversal of present trends in almost every 
feature of modern industry from cost ac- 
counting to the basic policies of labor 
unions. 

Yet laissez faire cannot continue indefi- 
nitely to be applied to some large and im- 
portant sections of industry, while others 
operate on the principle of limiting produc- 
tion to control prices, under complete regi- 
mentation, not by authorized, elected, re- 
sponsible government, whose actions all can 
see, but by an invisible government of a few 
great financial and industrial leaders.

“Since East held the doubleton 
Q-J of spades, seven hearts were 
made. North claims that her bid- 
ding was the only possible method 
of reaching the slam without the 
danger of South returning to the 
spades and placing the slam _ in 
jeopardy. South, on the other 
hand, says that the bidding was not 
scientific, and that there are sev- 
eral pessible combinations of honor 
holding which would have resulted 
in the same bidding without the 
hands containing the slam; that is, 
if South had not held the ace of 
diamonds and the king of spades, 
the slam was impossible. Asking 
bids seem to be the most likely 
method of reaching the slam with 
greater certainty of its being made, 
but we are uncertain of how these 
bids could have been used under 
the circumstances. 

“Will you please advise the cor- 
rect method of reaching the slam?

It is an indisputable fact that if 
South’s holding had been slightly 
different, though equally consist- 
ent with his bidding, the slam 
would have been impossible. From 
North’s point of view one of the 
vital cards to locate was the dia- 
‘mond ace. Club strength hardly 
could be of value. The bidding be- 
tween North and South should go 
as follows:

5 diamonds 
Pass 


The outstanding difference be- 
tween this hidding series and the 
one actually used is North’s sec- 
ond bid. In the first series North’s 
spade bid showed a suit; in the 
suggested series the spade bid is 
an asking bid. North has made an 
unnecessary jump to the four lev- 
el. His first jump guaranteed that 
game would be reached. Therefore, 
there would be no point in jumping 
again, from three clubs to four 
spades, except to make an asking 
bid. True, this asking bid would 
technically set the club suit as 
trump, but this should not worry 
North because his heart suit is so 
beautifully solid that he can re- 
turn to it as the higher ranking 
suit. If North, after hearing about 
second round spade control and 
first round diamond control were 
to bid merely five hearts over five 
diamonds, he would be making an- 
other asking bid. His actual jump 
to six hearts is a definite choice 
of suits, a choice that asks partner 
to stand aside.

Breaking Down 
Common Belief 


About Teeth 


No Evidence Coarse Foods 
Wil Keep Them Sound, 


Doctor Says.

T IS A common belief that coarse 
| tooas make strong teeth. As a 

corollary of this, it is often said 
that candy causes tooth decay. 

And so it is supposed that prim- 
itive man, living on coarse foods— 
berries, grains, nuts, cracking the 
shells and gnawing on bones—had 
fine teeth, and that modern man, 
living on refined and processed 
foods, can ascribe his poor teeth to 
that habit. 


But tne theory breaks down when 
the facts are examined. Fossil re- 
mains of man have been found all 
over the world, including jaws and 
teeth in most instances. The upper 
jaw of the Rhodesian man, who 
lived at least 35,000 years ago, 
shows typical human dentation. 
“The teeth are worn in primitive 
fashion, the upper incisors having 
met the lowers squarely edge to 
edge.” (This shows they were worn 
down probably by coarse diet.) 
Several of the teeth suffered from 
caries, and there are maxiliary ab- 
scesses, especially in the region of 
the molars.” (MacCurdy, “Human 
Origins.” ) 

When Coronado made his expe- 
dition in the nineteenth century, he 
found a tribe called the Mimbres. 
They ate large quantities of coarse- 
ly ground corn meal. The remains 
of the jaws of these people, recent- 
ly identified in numerous village 
rites, show the teeth surfaces in 
an advanced stage of wear. They 
also universally show evidence of 
dental caries and the ravages of 
disease in the jaw bone. 

Primitive man must indeed have 
suffered torture from his teeth: 

The teeth of Eskimos in Labra- 
dor, Alaska and Greenland have 
been studied, and have been found 
extremely good in spite of the fact 
that they get little coarse food. 
Their diet is largely carnivorous 
and very rich in phosphorus, and 
in gnawing bones and cartilage 
they get a good deal of calcium. 
They also get plenty of Vitamin D 
because they consume so much of 
the oil of livers of fish and marine 
animals. 


Such facts indicate that a heavy 
diet of coarsely ground cereals will 
not prevent the occurrence of den- 
tal caries. Apparently the so-called 
soft foods of the present age are 
not a contributing factor to dental 
caries. 


The question of today is whether 
infection or nutrition—whether the 
seed or the soil—is the largest fac- 
tor in causing dental caries. Un- 
doubtedly germs entering into a 
Spot of crumbling enamel are the 
real cause of decay. But the 
crumbling enamel is _ probably 
largely dependent on nutrition. It 
is possible that food particles sub- 
ject to decay in tooth crevices 
break down the enamel! also. Nei- 
ther cleanliness nor nutrition, how- 
ever, need be neglected in tooth 
hygiene. It is perfectly practical 
and simple to tend to both. Regu- 
lar daily brushing of teeth and a 
diet with calcium, phosphorus and 
Vitamin D will take care of both 
possibilities.

Frank Owen Is Not Certain But 
Says Hi’s Young Cousin Bobo 
May Have Been Inspiration for 
Jasper’ — Little Comic Imp Is 
Brother in Six Fraternities 
and Was Nominated 
tor Rank of Kentucky 


This is the first of a series of 
articles about some of the artists who 
draw the comic cartoons for the 
Post-Dispatch. 


*” NEW YORK, Sept. 27. 


ASPER, that strange little crea- 
| mad with the projecting lock of 

hair, bewildered face and loose 
swinging diaper, has been bounding 
around the women’s magazine sec- 
tion of the Post-Dispatch for some 
weeks now. His size is microbic 
and he looks that way, but he has 
been attracting a lot of attention. 


Where did this whimsical prodigy 
come from? Well, he came from 
the inner recesses of the brain of 
Frank Owen. That’s Jasper’s daddy. 
But even Frank Owen isn’t quite 
sure exactly where the brat came 
from. “My young cousin Bobo 
down in Texas may have been the 
original Jasper,” Owen said, “but 
I’m not real sure. When I first 
started drawing cartoons he used 
to appear under chairs, in shopping 
baskets, under tables and behind 
doors with just his head peeking 
out. He was-.a sort of prop. 

“Other people got to noticing him 
before I did. Finally I yanked him 
out from his hiding place and took 
a good look at him. He looked good 
to me so I kept him out in the open 
and put all the other characters

And that is all the explanation 
that Owen can give for his preco- 
cious, creation. As for Owen him- 
self, he is just a little undersized, 
too, but he is far from meek. Like 
Jasper, he can take care of himself 
in any sityation. But at home, 
Owen’s wife, Vera, runs the show, 
just as obese Mama runs spindle- 
brained Papa in the panel. Mrs. 
Owen consented to marry Frank 
in Jersey City just four years after 
she came to the United States from 
Sweden. Her hobbies—milking 
cows and fishing—were the dom- 
inant factors in getting Owen out 
of New York and down into the 
country. 

Their log cottage at Cupsaw 
Lake, N. J., is stuck on the side of 
a mountain and that has its ad- 
vantages. Every time it rains the 
Owens have to build a new drive- 
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way. The cottage has two floors 
and the window frames and doors 
are red. Inside, the two-storied 
living room, with a balcony running 
across one’ side, is unimproved— 
just logs again. 


The furniture is all rustic except 
for a pint-sized ebony piano in one 
corner of the room. Owen  ex- 
plained this: “We were visiting 
Amelia Earhart and I saw that 
thing and told her it was just about 
the right size for Jasper. The next 
day a truck drove up and the piano 
was deposited on the front porch.”

Owen said, “and most people don’t 
understand how to get him into his 
fixes. And then if I happen to use 
a gag similar to one suggested by 
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THE CITY EDITOR TOLD HIM TO 
TAKE OFF-HIS COAT AND START 
TO WORK, 


some well meaning contributor, that 
person always thinks that I am 
obliged to him for a free meal and 
a week-end.” 

Some of the letters contain star- 
tling announcements, such as the 
one from the University Club in 
Louisville which said that Jasper 
had been nominated for the rank 
of Colonel on the staff of the Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. Jasper has 
been made a brother in six college 
fraternities. He has sponsored a 
college annual. A dentist wrote 
that a picture of Jasper over the 
chair of torture had a remarkably 
quieting effect on young patients. 


Owen works in a room which has 
nothing in it but a chair and a 
drawing board. “It takes.a lot of 
work to get gags,” he said. “I don’t 
know where they come from, but if 
I have to look at anything I al- 
ways start thinking about that in- 
stead of producing a gag.” 

He often gets an idea, draws a 
picture for it and then finds the 


cartoon turning out entirely differ-. 


ent. The result is that he manu- 
factures another gag—very often 
better than the original one. 

Owen first came into the office 
of the United Feature Syndicate 
just a little more than six years 
ago. His only possessions were the 
clothes he had on and a very bat- 
tered suitcase. His only asset was 
his self-confidence. When asked if 
he was a good gag man, he didn’t 
know what a gag was, but he said 
he could draw good cartoons, Im- 
pressed with his work, but not quite 
sure just how to use it, a kindly

editor tapped him on the shoulder 
and wished him the best of luck in 
the big city and just as a parting 
word said, “drop in on me every 
once in a while and let’s see how 
things work out.”

WEN did just that. Unlike 
(20s: of the artists and gag men 

who appear at the door of a 
syndicate he hung around New 
York, learned a lot from the edi- 
tor and others, and pretty soon 
started to doing things. Still later, 
he came back to the Syndicate to 
draw Jasper. 


The story of Owen's life is best 
described by the old bromide, 
“Small town boy makes good in 
large way in big city.” 

He began life with a gag. In 
1907 he reckoned that since The 
Father of His Country was born 
on Feb. 22, it might be a good idea 
for the future daddy of Jasper to 
be born on the same day. That 
was in Clarksville, Tex. 

Young Frank graduated from the 
Clarksville High School after the 
usual four years, played football, 
dirtied up a lot of note paper with 
very bad drawings and was alto- 
gether quite undistinguished for 
anything. Without having had any 
art training of any kind, Owen 
became cartoonist for The Red 
River County Review. His first 
cartoon for the paper, the first 
one he had ever done for publica- 
tion, was etched on a chalk-plate. 
It gave promise of nothing but po- 
tential failure for Mr. Owen in the 


realm of art—this on authority of 


the paper that printed the draw- 
ing. a eal 

After one year at Dallas Uni- 
versity he left, and it was anything 
for a living; the Laredo oil fields, 
oyster dredging, laying roads, work- 
ing in sawmills and cotton fields. 
Then all at once came an art job 
with a Dallas advertising agency, 
then another on The Dallas News- 
Journal staff. Days of lean living 
but of learning followed. He bought 
his suits on credit for a dollar a 
week. T. O. Bateman took Owen 
in tow and taught him the ele- 
ments of cartooning for newspa- 
pers. 

With a $15 loan from Oswin 
(Uncle Jake) King, publisher of 
Uncle Jake’s Sport News, he set 
out for the big city. Sometime lat- 
er a country boy with a thick Tex- 
as draw) entered the editorial room 
of The Newark (N. J.) Ledger and 
announced that he was a cartoon- 
ist of more than moderate ability 
and with no job. He could draw 
rings around the average cartoon- 
ist, he said, and if given a chance 
he would do every type of work 
required of him. 

The city editor of The Ledger 
describes the incident: “Owen had 
a large, engaging smile on his 
face, and a hungry look in his 

He was hungry and admitted 
He couldn’t remember when 
he had his last real meal, but it 


must have been several days be- 
fore. 

“‘T just came in on a truck from 
Texas,’ he told me. ‘I didn’t have 
any money to buy a train ticket, so 
I hitch-hiked to get here.’” 


The Ledger didn’t need a cartoon- 
ist, but it hired Owen. The city 
editor told him to take off his coat 
and start to work. He did political 
and sport cartoons, caricatures of 
prominent people and politicians, 
and pen and ink sketches at ban- 
quets. After a year he threw up 
the job and went to California— 
just because he wanted to.

ACK in New York he shared a 

Greenwich Village garret studio 

with Jay Irving, and started to 
free lance. Of those days Owen 
said: “I was hungry—BOY, was I 
HUNGRY!” After a while he start- 
ed to sell a few of his drawings— 
first to the New York American, 
then to Life, Judge, the Saturday 
Evening Post. Finally in August, 
1933, he hit the jackpot and got a 
contract with Collier’s for two car- 
toons a week. 


In the cartoons he did for Col- 
lier’s, a new character gradually, 
emerged — nameless but with real 
personality—a little squirt with a 
genius for getting into unpredict- 
able and funny situations. The fan 
mail poured in. Owen christened 
the child “Jasper.” As a promotion 
stunt Collier’s held a you-name-him 
contest and Philbert was the win- 
ning name. Soon the panel was 
being discussed in Time magazine, 
News-Week and various columns. 
Frank Owen was made. 


The following year he married 
Miss Vera Blomquist. They chose 
Christmas day for the wedding be- 
cause they both believe in Santa 
Claus. “Mrs. Owen thinks up a lot 
of ideas and gags,” Frank admitted. 
“She is really Jasper’s mama, 
though you’d never guess it from 
the cartoons.” 

In spite of his success in a city 
which makes as many big heads as 
its does successes, Owen has re- 
mained the country boy. Much of 
his drawl is gone, because “a man 
has to talk fast up here to get 
anybody to listen to him.” His 
proudest possession at the moment 
is a gold deputy sheriff's badge for 
Pompton Lakes, N. J. With some 
importance, he tells his friends, “If 
you get in any trouble out in my 
neck of the woods just call THE 
deputy sheriff and I'll take care of 
you.” 

When Owen isn’t drawing he is 
hiking around the lakes and over 
the hills near his home. He is 
very careful never to miss the for- 
est rangers when they come around 
to stock the lakes and streams. “If 
you go along with those birds you 
can always find out where the good 
trout holes are going to be.”

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Child’s Reading 
Important for 


Mental Growth’ 


As Essential for Development 
of Mind as Food Is for 


Body. i 
By Angelo Patri 


‘/EADING for children is about 

as important to mental growth 

and development as food is for 
the growth of the body. We are too 
casual about it, too neglectful of 
its quality and quantity. 

In the first grades of the ele- 
mentary schools children learn to 
read. They master the mechanics 
of reading; learn the form and the 
sounds of words; learn to string 
them together as the eye sweeps 
across the printed page; learn to 
accent the words so as to make 
them take on meaning and color, 
But they do not really read. 

Reading is the power to get the 
meaning of the words printed on 
the pages. The beginners get the 
name words and the verbs clearly 
enough, but when the rest of the 
sentence is woven about those 
words the beginner is likely to 
lose his way. He keeps on read- 
ing mechanically, but the best of 
the meaning escapes him. That 
is why so many children cannot 
study their lessons economically, 
as to time and energy; why s0 
many children have difficulty in 
working out problems in arithme- 
tic , that are mimeographed or 
printed for them; why many @ 
child who might otherwise get a 
good mark gets a low one on writ- 
ten tests. They lack the power to 
read for the meaning. That sort 
of reading comes only after long 
practice. 

This practice we hope to give . 
the children by offering them read- 
ing for their leisure time. We 
hope that after learning to read 
they will learn to read to leran, 
the real object of reading. The 
books we offer the children then 
must attract them, must be easy 
to read, not written in involved 
sentences, in long and unusual 
words. The book that a child reads, 
and this means high school stu- 
dents too, should be easier to read 
than the text used in class. In class 
the teacher and the group are at 
hand to help, but in practice read- 
ing the reader is on his own. 

The selection of books for leisure 
reading is a nice matter to be man- 
aged by the discreet teacher or 
parent. It will not do to push the 
classics. The child must begin on 
the books that his stage of growth 
can digest, and if that means the 
Rollo books, Henty, the Cowboy 
stories and the deadly series; we 
must be still and hope that this 
stage of growth will soon pass. We 
have to keep slipping in a better 
book, and here again, much discre- 
tion is needed. What an adult 
thinks is better may not be what 
the child’s mind thinks good at all 

Reading the right sort of books 
oneself, leaving them around, 
reading bits from a good book oc- 
casionally, praising a fine story, 
talking about a gdod book at table | 
—all these are good ways of creat- . 
ing a child’s interest and furthering 
his taste for good reading.

IR PHILIP GIBBS, one of the 
G createst of reporters, is a wise 


charming man. 


Once, when I invited him to lec- 
ture before my literary society in 
London, he declined on the ground 
that “my eloquence is visible but 
not audible.” The truth is, he was 
too shy. 


Of late years, he has been going 
to and fro in many lands, talking 
with all sorts and conditions of folk, 
high and low, famous and obscure, 
learning their ideas, forebodings 
and hopes. Statesmen and street- 
sweepers, politicians and  police- 
men, ladies in robes of fur and 
waitresses, Communists, Fascists, 
pacifists, tories, reds, pinks, blacks 
—he interviews all alike. 

Of course, he has learned many 
things, feeling the pulse of a gener- 
ation, and one is the awful grip of 
fear upon the world, People in ev- 
ery land live in terror of what may 
happen. 

Of two things he is convinced. 
First, the world is too nervous, too 


terical. Life is dramatic, to be sure, 


The radio, the press, the motion pic- 
ture are competing in the over- 
emotionalism, the over-dramatiza- 
tion, of events. This he regards as 
one of the dangers of our period, 
and he is right. 

The microphone, especially, is a 
peril, because it can so easily pro- 
duce mass excitement and mass 
hysteria. It drenches us with sen- 
timentalism—we cannot see straight 
or think clearly. Life is too dra- 
matic; it is theatrical and out of 
proportion.
